What You Should Know 


About Your Blood System

VEHYBODY is afraid of blood. 
Its very eighti 


turns the stomach and produces faintness. 
In-| 


stinctively we all realize that the blood is life. 


If enough of what we see flowing away is lost, we 
know that death is certain. 
Naturally, therefore, 


serious bleeding is a terrifying thing. 


A few weeks ago a schoolboy was working in the 


chemical laboratory. 
An unfortunate explosion tore 


a metal dish to pieces. One of these bits, only about 
an eighth of an inch square, was shot into the groin 
of the poor lad. By chance it penetrated the wall 
of a large blood-vessel and hardly showing a sign on the surface, tha 
boy bled to death, the blood escaping into the tissues of the body. 


To understand something about-1 — 


tho flow of tho blood in your body, 
let us consider a man-made model:

In spite of Nature's efforts, how- 
ever, the blood-vessels do get cut 
and serious bleeding is not uncom- 
mon. 
Usually you can tell whether the 


blood comes from an attery or a 
vein. 


If it is bright reel and comes in 
spurts, corresponding to the pulsa- 
tions of the heart, it is an artery 
which has been broken. 
Blood from a vein is likely to flow 


slowly and steadily and to be dark 
in color. 
At another time I will detail what 


to do in case of severe bleeding. 
Pressure and the application of cold 
will usually control it. The location 
of the pressure is determined by the 
injury, whether it is of an artery 
or a vein.

"Nothing in the social life of the people is so con- 


fused, so illogical, so destructive of morals, as the exist- 
ing system of taxation. 
The development of civilization 


thru the division of labor, has created an environment in 
which an originally just and adequate method of laying 
taxes has become obsolete and anachronistic. 


'-'In the early agricultural state of society, 
when 


large scale industry had not commenced to function; 
when corporations were few and far between; when 
stocks and bonds were conspicuously absent; and when 
the possessions of individuals were all in the open, the 
rating of men according to those possessions afforded a 
fairly just apportionment of the amount that they should 
contribute to community needs. 


"In those days "the "ability to pay" bore a very close 


relation to the "benefits received" from the social organi-j 
zation. With every change in the development of society 
these two have been forced further and further apart, 
until now there is no relationship. The "ability to pay" 
has become an absurdity in the present environment,
